Attorney Whitman were in conference 
in a Pullman state-room and when 
the "train -reached New York, Mr. 
Whitman said: 
"Schepps has done 


all that we expected of him. 


"He has corroborated the most im- 


port parts of Jack Rose's confession. 
You must not ask me for details." 


Opposing interests of the district at- 


torney's office and the police again 
were in evidence when Schepps ar- 
rived. 
Two detectives 
from 
head- 


quarters, saying they were acting un- 
der orders, attempted to seize the 
little man before he left the train, 
but Mr. Whitman was quick to an- 
nounce that his office was in com- 
mand and the detectives did not get 
their man. 


Instead, he, was taken to the west 


side police court by Detective Thomas 
of the district attorney's staff, and 
there held a prisoner on a technical 
charge of vagrancy as a 
material 


witness along with Rose, Vallon and 
Webber. 


Schepps himself refused to say a 


word about his conference with Mr. 
Whitman. 
To all inquiries he gave 


grinning responses 
that-they had 


"just a sociable chat." 
As for fear 


of 
the 
"system's 
vengeance" 
he 


grinned again 
and tilted back his 
straw hat as indicative of his uncon- 
cern. 


Of the authorities Mr. 
Whitman 


alone knows what part Schepps played 
in the Rosenthal affair. 
To all oth- 


ers, including Assistant District At- 
torney Rubin, who accompanied him 
from Hot Springs, Schepps turned a 
deaf ear. 
"Say," he burst out when urged to 


tell of his underworld association, "Do 
you think I'm going to squeal on a 
pal?" 


News that Sam Schepps the much

Interest was unusual in police circles 
today occasioned by the fact of the 
report that for several months prior 
to the shooting of Rosenthal, officers 
have been watched by representatives 
of the state's attorney.

The 
members of the district attorney staff 
shooting simply hurried matters. From 
it was learned that a well known civil- 
ian and two, possibly four police in- 
spectors have been sharing the spoils.

Brockvillc, Ontario, Pays Tribute to 


Warrior From Whom it Takes 


Its Name—Fought in War 


of 1812.

Brookville, Out., Aug. 19.—A monu- 


ment in honor of the memory oi 
General Sir Isaac Brock, who was in 
command 
of 
the 
- Canadian forces 


against the Americans in the war oi. 
1812,, was unveiled iu this city today, 
with 'interesting but modest 
oere- 


monies. 
The local 
chapter oE the 


Daughters of the Emipre, 
to whose 


efforts the erection of the monument 
is -due, was in charge o£ the 
cere- 


monies. 
The principal address was 


delivered by Col. Samuel Hughes, the 
Canadian minister of militia and de- 
fence. 
• The date for the unveiling of the 
memorial was appropriately chosen 
since it will be 
just one .'-hundred 


years tomorrow since the surrender ol 
Detroit, with which event the name 
of General Brock is most closely as 
sociated in American history. 


General Brock was 
born 
mi 
the 


Island of Guernsey in 17C9 and had 
had a,brilliant military career in the 
British service before he was sent to 
Canada. Nearly two years before the 
outbreak of the war between Great 
Britain and the United States 
he 


realized that the conflict could not be 
averted', and he began 
to put 
the 


province in a condition to meet hos- 
tilities. 
As'soon as war 
was 
de- 


clared he advanced -upon Detroit.. 


General Hull., the American 
com- 


mander, had retired to Detroit after a 
brief attempt at an invasion of Cana- 
da. 
The war department had' made 


no adequate provision for the defence 
of Detroit, and upon the appearance 
of General Brock the American com- 
mander surrendered his entire army, 
with ail its cannon, arms and stores. 
With the surrender of 
Detroit 
the 


whole of Michigan fell into the hands 
of the British. 


General Brock was made a knight 


of 
the 
Bath for 
his 
f victory 
at 


Detroit, but he survived his honors 
less than two months. An American 


SITTING BULL. 


A Stoux youth,-knife in hand, leaped 


astride the fallen body of a buffalo bull 
he had just shot. The supposedly dead 
bison staggered to its feet and set 
off at a lumbering gallop; the young 
Sioux—Tatanka-Yo-Tanka—still 
sit- 


ting on its shoulders. At last, with 
lis knife, the Indian managed to slay 
lis strange mount. From this adven- 
;ure he is said to-have won the .nick- 
name of "Sitting Baill." 


Sitting Bull was a "medicine man," 


as well as a chief.-Medicine men were 
not only doctors, but were also sup- 
posed to be in close communion wJth 
the Great Spirit and to be endowed 
with supernatural powers. By hymns, 
by the rattling of drums, etc., they 
stirred their people to action; by hyp- 
notism, "magic spelte" and pretended 
messages from the.-Great Spirit they 
commanded obedience and 'veneration. 


Sitting Bull belonged to the Unopa- 


pa tribe of the Sioux nation. He was 
born at Willow Creek, Dakota, in 1S37. 
Of a little more than medium height, 
he was powerfully built, was pallid 
and pockmarked of face, .and—unusual 
among 
Indians—had 
rather 
light 


brown hair. From 
this peculiarity 


arose the rumor that he was a rene- 
gade West Point cadet. 


As a young man, Sitting Bull en- 


Joyed an unsavory record as a mur- 
derer, horse thief and frontier raider. 
In 1862 he led the Sioux in a series 
of massacres on the settlers of Minne- 
sota and Iowa. . 


The rush.' of gold seekers to the 


Black Hills began. 
There was an in- 


stant clash between the miners and 
the local Sioux. 
The latter,' finding 


themselves ousted from their lands, 
rallied to Sitting Bull's standard and 
went on the warpath. 
They 
plun- 


dered, burned'and killed; their bloody 
path lying through, huge, districts of 
Wyoming and Montana. 
The govern- 


ment ordered out troops under Gens. 
Terry and Crook to drive them hack 
to their reservation.

1876, they discovered 
Sitting Bull's 


camp on the Little Big Horn river. 
Ouster, thanks to a clever ruse of the 
medicine man, was quite deceived as 
to the number of his foes. Instead of 
withdrawing 
or' waiting 
for 
rein- 


forcements, he divided his force to at- 
tsck the camp from different sides. 
At the head of one detachment—about 
300 men—Ouster rode blindly into a 
battle—or, rather, an ambush—from 
which neither he nor one white man 
with (him came out alive. Reno, with 
most of Ouster's remaining 
troops, 


was cooped .up on a hill by swarms of 
Indians >and barely .escaped. 


Ciister's Death. 


It was Sittimg Bull who had planned 


this death trap for Ouster's soldiers. 
But In the battle itself, Gall, war chief 
of the Sioux,j was the actual command- 
er. 
Sitting Bull took no ; part in the 


fight. He sait at the door of his tent 
well out of. bullet 
range, 
howling 


hymns to the'Great Spirit and working 
spells of jugglery for his warriors' suc- 
cess. 


Knowing the government would take 


swift revenge- for Ouster's death, Sit- 
ting Bull retreated, fighting, before 
the soldiers' advance and at last qui- 
etly slipped ovrer the border into Can- 
ada, where he was safe from pursuit. 
There he stayed until the-'country's 
first clamor. o£ rage had died down. 
When he was called upon to surren- 
der, Sitting Bun summed up the whole 
Indian question in this savage reply: 


"No Indian ever lived who loved 


the white man, and no white man ever 
lived who loved 
the Indian. 
The 


Great Spirit.made me an Indian, but 
he did not make me a 'slave to the 
white man, and I will' not 
be one.

He 
was in 1SS9 one of the preachers ' (if 
not the secret originator) of a doc- 
trine that an Indian messiah was about 
to come to earth to bury all th'e white 
men thirty .'feet under ' ground and 
give the whole country back to the 
savages. This sort of talk goaded the 
Indians to fresh revolt.

Sitting Bull was the central figure in 
£ Sioux uprising. To nip the insurrec- 
tion In the bud, a squad of Indian po- 
liee.came to his village on December 
15, 1890, to arrest the old chief. SS 
resisted, and shouted to bis braves to 
rescue him. In the naud-to-hand fight 
and general confusion Sitting Bull was 
shot dead.

How It Is Forced From Great Depths 


In Louisiana by Means of 


Hot Water. 


.Within 'recent years Sicily, BO long 


famous for Its exportation of sulphur, 
has suffered from the competition of 
the United States. In Sicily sulphur 
is mined in the solid form. At Lake 
Charles, La., near the Gulf of Mexico, 
a little over 200 miles from New Or- 
leans, sulphur is obtained from deep 
deposits in the form of a liquid. 


Wells driven to a depth of 600 feet 


in search of petroleum revealed in- 
stead a rich deposit of sulphur. 
To 


obtain the mineral hollow tubes were 
driven into the earth. Each sulphur 
well consists of three tubes, one with- 
in another. Through the outer tube 
hot water is forced down, and it is- 
sues through perforations near tire 
bottom. 
Through the central tube 


hot air is driven a little lower than 
the points where the hot water es- 
capes. 
Through this third tube, in- 


closed between the other two, the li- 
quid sulphur, dissolved by the water, 
rises to the surface under the com- 
bined influence of the pressure of the 
column of water and impulsion of the 
rising air. 
The liquid sulphur is led 


into wooden reservoirs, where it cools 
and hardens. 


Ruthless Destruction of Books. 


Napoleon was indirectly responsible 


for the destruction of a vast quantity 
of books. In 1S12 he framed a law al- 
lowing goods to be imported from the 
United Kingdom, provided that the 
importer shipped an equivalent quan- 
tity of French goods to this country. 
French merchants generally met the 
requiremonts of this law by shipping 
books to the value of the wares they 
wished to import. Having served to 
gain the necessary permit, the books 
were thrown overboard on the way to 
England, as there was rio demand for 
them here. Shippers could well afford 
to do this, for coffee and sugar were 
then about ten times dearer in France 
than in England. It has been esti- 
mated that books to the nominal value 
of four million dollars were destroyed 
in this way.

To End Log Rafts.

recent disasters overtaking a number 
o.f the ocean-going log rafts which were 
being sent from the river, to California 
have been the means of sounding the 
doom o£ this method of shipping lum- 
ber down the coast. In support of 
this conclusion it is pointed out that 
the steamer Carlos, on her last trip, 
took out a deckload of piling from 
Stella. 
Heretofore the great bulk of 


the piling from that point has been 
shipped to California in the form of 
rafts.—Shipping Illustrated.

WHAT IS A HEALTHY BABY? 
This is a question which the physi- 


cian hears so often. 
The physician 


bas given his advice, the mother anx- 
ious about her child asks, "well, Doc- 
tor, what is a healthy baby?" 


I think mothers, on the whole, do 


the very best they can, and the very 
best they know, msing every means at 
their comman_d for the betterment and 
welfare of their children. The excep- 
tions are rare. 


Some of the -uifHcuities are: The 


mother has received so much advice 
that it is worse than 
useless., 
then 


again so much of the advice is con- 
flicting. 
Her grandmother tells her 


one thing, her mother another and a 
host of relatives and friends are more 
than anxious to give her their exper- 
ience and advice. Then as if this were 
not enough to drive her to -distrac- 
tion, along comes the doctor with his 
.advice which is usually at 
variance 


"with what she has already had, or it 
may be so meager that her conception 
of his meaning is not clear. 


Taking the situation as a 
whole, 


AVliat is the poor woman to do? Hap- 
pily these occurrences are not 
the 


rule. Thrice lucky is she who finding 
herself confronted with such a prob- 
lem, has a husband to whom she can 
go in confidence, receiving help and 
encouragement to solve the problem, 
for after all, in such instances, it is 
she with her mother's love and intu- 
ition who must solve it. 


Well, what is a bealthy baby? He 


is not necessarily a fat baby nor need 
he be p. thin baby. 
Some 
mothers 


lake pride in calling attention to their 
babies corpulency as evidence of his 
good health, regardless perhaps 
of 


tbe fact that lie has indigestion, or 
may be in the midst of the proverb- 
ial "three months .vomiting period." 


No, fat -alone, is not indicative of 
health. 


On the other hand, a thin baby— 


an', unduly thin baby—is not healthy. 
His crying voice, his expression and 
manner when crying will give tliose 
who know, some information. 
Still, 


some babies may be born orators or 
auctioneers and therefore need begin 
their training early 


The wise may gather 
information 


from the sleeping baby, is he rest- 


loss, does he jump and twitch and 
make grimaces? Or is his sleep tran- 
quil? Is he quiet, contented and self- 
satisfied iduring his waking 
hours? 


Again, some babies are born think- 
ers-and philosophers and 
spend 
a 


good deal of their waking time good 
naturedly and placidly contemplating 
the future. 


But a healthy baby is one which 


sleep more than twelve hours out of 
the twenty-four without being rocked. 
A baby whose bowels are 
regular 


and the stools soft and yellow, a baby 
which nurses, approximately, 
every 


four hours and is satisfied, a 
baby 


which cries but little, a .baby which 
shows 
progressive 
development of 


body and mind, gains 
constantly in 


weight and has solid flesh and well 
shaped bones, one which has good ap- 
petite, ono which lias no vomiting or 
gas, one which has a clear skin and 
a good color and looks happy and con- 
tented.

Peaches require the addition 
of citric acid before they will jell.

cooked with the peaches gives a 


fine flavor and may he added to tlip 
jelly, marmalade or preserves.

and remove the stones.

by the Rev. T. D. Williams Sunday 
in his morning sermon to the congre- 
gation of Cargill Memorial Methodist 
church. 
As the text of -his sermon, 


Rev. Williams took the • last part of 
the tenth verse of the sixth chapter of 
Matthew: "Thy will be done on Earth 
as it is in Heaven.'' 


The Sermon on the Mount was'char- 


acterized by Rev. Williams as a prayer 
model, beginning with a recognition of 
God and a hint as to his 
dwelling 


long ago, but a little more money tor 
the toiler and little less for the cap 
itaist and employer.

Christianity," said Rev. Williams "has 
to do with its 'Eschatology,' its Hea- 
ven, its glory, grandeur and perpet- 
uity. Tongue of brilliant powers 
of 
oratory have endeavored to 
describe 


that land where God

and 
seraphs minister, but no tongue 
on 


earth has a command of language to 
paint the scenes that await 
God's 


saints in Paradise. 


Progress is Slow. 


"But we are taught that Heaven be- 
gins on earth. It would 'ra'ean'a, recon- 
struction of some of our statutes and 
laws, for the righteous laws of the 
world have been of slow enactment. 
Humane or beriificient legisaltion has 
been of slow enactment.'1 


As an example of this, Rev. WSlliams 


cited the case of John Bright and Mr. 
Cobden and their light for the Corn 
laws of England, 
the odds 
placed 
against them in their fight, and the 
perserverance they displayed 
before 


securing the legislation they 
were 
working for. History says that 
the 


commercial policy which England in- 
auguated in 1846 under the lead of 
Richard Cobden continued 
in force 


throughout the century and under its 
workings the commercial supremacy of 
England in the markets of the world 
has-been achieved. 


Some of the laws now on the statute 


books were assailed by Tlev. Williams 
yesterday, who asid: "Laws change." 
They must change. We have -some 
laws in our country that would not 
Stand the glare of the throne. It took 
a long time to change our laws 
on 


slavery. Some said it was right but 
Lincoln said it was wrong-'arid when 
he-was elected, he was elected on that 
platform.
